_ body a few rods from the house. 

The confession, Elliott said, was 
'made in the presence of himself, 
the Pierce County Sheriff and sev- 
eral deputies. After the oral con- 
fession, a stenographer was called 
in and McCune agreed to give a 
complete statement of the killing. 

The body of Mrs. McCune was 

exhumed from a shallow grave on 
McCune’s stump-covered farm five 
;miles south of Puyallup yesterday. 
|The woman apparently had been 
ikilled by the blow of an ax which 
| fractured her skull. 
' Ruth Dunlap, 36, formerly of 
“<rotule, who was arrested with. Mc- 
Cune two days ago on a morals 
charge, led officers to the spot. 

Miss Dunlop admitted living with 
McCune since last November. Dep- 
uty Prosecutor Elliott and Sheriff 
Bjorklund said the woman had 
signed a statement alleging that 
McCune had told her he had killed 
his wife. 

Authorities said the woman had 
nothing to do with the killing. She 
is being held only as a material wit- 
i ness. 
| “When I tried to cool her off,” 
the woman quoted McCune as say-| 

“She hit me with a stick. I had 


my hand and I herned impulsively 
and struck her. She fell and I tried 
for two hours to revive her, but she 
was dead. I got scared and buried 
her.” 


TT OHIO CONVICT AGITATORS 
IN SOLITARY CONFINEMENT 


Men Who Staged Two-Day Strike 
at Penitentiary Are Sent to 
Prison Farm.

COLUMBUS, O., April 19.—Seven- 
ty-seven convict agitators who 
staged a two-day strike at the Ohio 
penitentiary this week were sent 
to London prison farm today. The 
men will be placed in solitary con- 
finement. Similar action was taken 
in 1930 after the Easter Monday 
prison fire in which 320 convicts 
died, 

The convicts have been in soll- 
tary confinement since Warden J. 
C. Woodard broke the strike of 
1056 convict workers Wednesday by 
serving them with notice to go back 
to work “or es%e’— Approximately 
90 of the strikers refused to return 
to work and were given short ra- 
tions and placed in solitary. 

De Boe, in his rambling speech, 
leriticised them for being present.

SMITHLAND, Ky., April ™. — 
William de Boe, 23 years old, of 
Paducah, Ky., was hanged in the 
courthouse yard here today for the 
rape of a storekeeper’s wife dur- 
ing a robbery. He was the first 


white man hanged in Kentucky in 
a generation. 


A crowd of 1500 persons, includ- 
ing his victim, Mrs. Marjorie John- 
son, his father and a 19-year-old 
sister, assembled to witness the exe- 
cution. 

The Livingston County jail is 
too small for a gallows, so part . 
the courthouse square was fenced 
in. From higher ground and oth- 


er points of vantage the spectators 
peered into the inclosure. About 
800 persons had gathered here last 
night to be ready at sun up for the 
execution. 

As De Boe stood at the trap, he 
was asked if he had anything to 
say. “Yes,” he replied. He launched 
into a denunciation of Mrs. John- 
son, who was the chief witness 
against him. He called her a “cold- 
blooded murderer.” He talked for 
45 minutes. Some’ one had told 
him where Mrs. Johnson was 
among the crowd. Nine different 
times, he shook his manacled fists 
at her. 

De Boe also denounced the Prose- 
cuting Attorney, Alvin Lisinby, as 
a party to a “terrible miscarriage 
of justice.” 

“Why don’t you speak?” he shout- 
ed at Mrs. Johnson. “Are you sat- 
isfied to stand there, say nothing, 
and see me die? You should be 
here in my place.” 

Finally, Her Reply. 

Mrs. Johnson’s face remained ex- 
pressionless until De Boe, in a final 
outburst, yelled, “if I had had $500 
I wouldn’t be on this scaffold. She 
would have taken the money and 
said nothing.” 

“Not if you had offered me $1000,” 
the woman shouted back. 

“Oh, yes. You'd have taken the 
money and let me go.” 

Again came a denial. 

A third of the crowd were wom- 


He also shouted words of hate at 
Randall Johnson, husband of the 
woman he was convicted of attack- 
ing. 

De Boe’s father, W. 
Paducah, and his sister, 
were near collapse. 

Margaret was worn with three 
sleepless nights, while she has been 
pleading with Gov. Laffoon to spare 
her brother’s life. Her eyes were 
swollen from weeping. She slumped 
on her father’s arm, but she smiled 
several times when her brother 
shook his manacled hands at Mrs. 
Once she laughed hys- 
terically at one of his remarks. 

When the hood was placed on her 
brother’s head she collapsed. Her 
father led her away, sobbing “TI 
wish I could die with him.” 

Says Jury Was “Fingered.” 

De Boe declared he had not ha2 
a fair trial, that the jury was “fio. 
gered” to give him the death pen 
alty. He shouted out the name ot 
Shelly Wilson, a relative of the 
Johnsons, charging him with try- 
ing to get on the jury. | 

“T didn’t try to get on that jury,” 
Wilson shouted back. 

“No, you didn’t!” retorted De 
Boe. “You went into that box ana 
how you hated to tell them whea 
they asked you, how slowly you 
came cut with it, ‘Yes, I am a rela- 
tive. But it wouldn't have maiie 
any difference. That jury was sct 
to send me here. And here I am 
and I hope all you people are satis- 
fied. There’s a lot of people in this 
crowd who ought to be here instzac. 
of me. That woman there,” and 
he was off into another attack on 
Mrs. Johnson. 

Admits Three Robberies. 

De Boe frankly admitted three 
robberies again and again. “Yes. 
I robbed those stores,” he suid. 
“But I didn’t do those other things. 
Not that rape.” 

“And you people up here in Liv- 
ingston County,” he cried. “I’m plad 
I’m not going to have this dirt in 
my face. I’m going to sleep in 
McCracken County (his native coun- 
ty). A man can get justice there, 

“And if there’s any of you night 
adjusters out there like horse- 
whipped that 62-year-old womar:

member of the Central Council of) 
the Municipal Athletic Association. 

Lyster was appointed guardian 
of the estate of Layden on April 16, 
1920, it was stated in the petition, 
and remained in that capacity until 
April 2 last; when he was removed 
by Probate Judge Hughes at Clay- 
ton, 

During November, 1929, the peti- 
tion continued, Lyster, without ob- 
taining Court authority, sold $5000! 
worth of Liberty bonds belonging to} 
the estate of Layden, “and did ap-| 
propriate the proceeds thereof to 
his own use.” The money from ad 
sale, the petition added, was used to | 
purchase stocks in the name of a’! 
third person, and th. stocks were, 
held in the possession of Lyster. 

In December, 1930, it was further | 
charged, Lyster appropriated $3200 
more from the estate to his own use 
and made further misappropria- 
tions in the ensuing four years. 
These were not noted, the petition 
continued, in his annual reports to 
the Court, which were characterized 
as “false and were so known to be 
by the said Thomas J. Lyster.’” 

The misappropriations charged 
against Lyster totaled $14,297. Ina 
hearing before Judge Hughes on 
April 2, Lyster admitted mishand- 
ling the estate and losing more 
than $14,000 in bad investments, but 
declared on the witness stand that 
he had not profited by his transac- 
tions. His loss was made good by 
his bonding company and the estate 
was retored to its proper value, $23,- 
286. 

Layden, former private in the 
138th (St. Louis) Infantry, has been 
a patient in a Government hospital 
at Knoxville, Ia., for more than 10 
years. His estate represents the ac- 
cumulation of Government benefits, 
including insurance, paid to him as 
a result of his disability. He was 
declared incompetent when Lyster 
was appointed in 1920 to take care 
of his affairs. |

INFLATION PREDICTED 
~ BY LIBERTY LEAGUER 


Dr. Ray Bert Westerfield, Yale 
Economist, Says Basis for 
It Is Laid. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 19.—Dr. Ray 
Rert Westerfield, professor of po- 
litical economy at Yale and mem- 
her of the Liberty League’s national! | 
advisory council, said in a radio ad- 
ress last night that the United 
States might repeat the inflation- 
ary experience of Germany. “I can 
confidently say that the basig is 
laid for the greatest expansion in 


the history of American banking 
and currency,” he said, 

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York in its last annual report, 
he went on, estimated that the ex- 
isting reserve would support $80,- 
000,000,000 of deposits. Monetary 
expansion, he said, quoting another 
authority, could run to $65,000,000,- 
000 if business does not recover, and 
to $93,000,000,000 if busines does re- 
cover. 


“Moreover,” he added, “if the ve-| 


locity of circulation rises, as it al- 


ways does during inflation, and if | 


we continue to buy gold and silver, 
and still more if we devalue the 
dollar further, this potential infla- 
tion is multiplied accordingly. 


“It appears, therefore, that unless | 


some unforeseen preventives. are 


originated, we are faced with an in-| 


flation that will exceed anything 
our country ever experienced. If it 
is allowed to run its course and is 


merely controlled when it reaches, 


the maximum expansion possible 
within the existing legal reserve 
limitation, the inflation will appar-

The minor leagues found 
out its desirability long before 
the majors woke up. A score of 
years after football first placard- 
ed its players, baseball woke up 
and did likewise. 

But even now the big leagues 
revert to the primitive by making 
the spectator buy a key to the 
numbers—the score card — al- 
though advertisements more than 
pay for the cost of printing the 
program. The man who pays 
$1.10 to see a show ought not to 
have to pay for identification of 
tne principals in the play. 

After many years of pounding, 
major league clubs everywhere 
now are putting in public address 
systems and abandoning. the &an- 
cient megaphone. Yet the club 
owners still are haggling over 
how much _ information they 
should give out by this medium. 

Today, more than 30 vears since 
the national agreement was 
adopted, fans still sit through an 
entire game arguing as to wheth- 
er drives should be scored as 
hits or errors and have to buy a 
newspaper (or hear the game over 
the radio) to know the official 
ruling on plays.

In only one respect has promo- 
tional conservatism benefited 
baseball. Unwiliingness to lightly 
change rules has maintained the 
game almost exactly as it was 
40 years ago—a fact which recon- 
ciles us to the stubborn attitude 
of the rulers of organized base- 
ball toward simple betterments in 
the interest of the spectator.

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THEORY OF CREATION 
OF NEW UNIVERSE 


Scientist Say It May Be Built 
From Fog Into Which 
Stars Will Radiate. 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—A 
photon fog, which offers a new idea 
of the creation of the universe, was 
described to the American Philoso- 
phical Society last night by Dr. W. 
F. G. Swann, director of the 


Bartol Institute. 

Photons are the small units into 
which the radiations or rays of 
stars are diviaed. They form the 
heat, light and other energy con- 
stantly streaming away from sun 
and stars. 

Scientists have believed this ra- 
diation could have only one end, 
sun and stars at last cold. 


But Dr. Swann said it may be 
‘possible, though proof is yet lack- 
‘ing, for this lost star photon energy 
to form a universal fog, out of 
‘which a new creation might arise. 
| His subject was: “Is the Uni- 
‘verse Running Down?” He didnot 
attempt to say where its original 
creation began, but how it might 
come to life again. 

Chaos Not Necessary End. 


“T feel,’ Dr. Swann said, “that in 
our present rather incompie knowl- 
ledge of the laws of atomic pro- 
_cesses we cannot say that the laws 
‘demand chaos as the ultimate fate 
'of the universe. Although there is 
‘nothing in the present knowledge 
to deny such a possibility. 
| “The sun and stars are very hot. 
There is evidence that they have 
| been hot so long that they must be 
‘cooled ages ago if they had no 
source available for supply of heat.

Next re- 
move the rind from the ham, put on 
the fruit coating and return it to 
the oven for another hour of bak- 
ing. Then prepare your asparagus 
for its 15 minutes of cooking, mix 
your salad and by 1 o'clock your fes- 


tive dinner will be ready for ser- | 


vice. Here is a suggested menu that 
will help you plan your Easter din- 
ner, 

Menu. 

Consomme Toast strips 
Baked ham with pineapple crust 
Candied sweet potatoes 
Buttered asparague 
Hot rolls Butter 
Fresh spring vegetable salad 
Dressing 
Strawberry Bavarian cream 
Coffee. 

Pineapple Crusted Baked Ham. 
Remove the wrappings from ham 
and wash the ham with a damp 
cloth. Do not remove the rind. 
Place the whole ham in an open 
roasting or baking pan with the 
flat side up. Place in a 300 degree 
oven (very low) and bake without 
covering, allowing 25 minutes to 
the pound. One hour before the 
ham is done, remove it from the 
oven and take off the rind which 
will be brittle and easily removed. 
Pour off most of the fat in the 
pan. Over the top of the fat sur- 
face spread a mixture of one cup 
brown sugar, one cup well drained 
grated pineapple, and one-half cup 
fine bread crumbs. Score the sur- 
face of the ham at regular inter- 
vals and complete the roasting in 
the same low oven. If the crust 


has not browned sufficiently, place | 


the ham under the broiler flame for 
five or six minutes. No parboiling, 
no water and no cover are needed 
for a Star ham. Garnish with 
cooked prunes stoned and stuffed 
with orange sections, 

Candied Sweet Potatoes. 

Pare six medium-sized sweet po- 
tatoes and cut in half lengthwise 
if desired. Make a syrup of one 
and one-half cups sugar, one table- 
spoon butter, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and one and one-half cups 
water. Add the potatoes to the 
Syrup, cover and let bake slowly for 
one hour. Uncover after the first 
half hour so that the syrup boils 
down and giazes the potatoes. Let 
stand in the syrup until ready to 
serve. 

Strawberry Bavarian Cream. 

Drain the juice from a can of 
strawberries, measure and dilute 
to one and one-half cups with 
water. Bring to a boil and pour 


over one package of lemon or | 


strawberry flavored gelatin dessert 
and let cool to the consistency of 
raw egg whites. Beat until stiff 
and fluffy with a rotary egg beat- 


er. Fold in one cup of the straw- 


berries which have been mashed or 


| pressed through a coarse sieve, and 
one cup of heavy cream, whipped 


until stiff. Allow to chill thorough- 
ly before serving.

If you want all the deliciously 
flavored qualities of the tastiest 
oven roasts without overtaxing the 
pocketbook, look into the possibili- 
ties of the less costly veal and 
lamb roasts. Take the shoulder 
cut of veal or lamb, for instance. 
Ask your dealer to bone it for you, 
leaving a pocket for stuffing. Then 
you take home the bone for broth 


| and the roast for Sunday dinner,

dressing and sew it up with cord. 
|or skewer it together.

Strips of Sait Pork. 

If you're fearful that your roast 
will become a bit dry over the 
surface, spread a few thin strips of 
salt pork over the top. It will do 
pleasant flavor tricks to your 
roast, as well as keep it moist. 


The breast of lamb or veal pro- 
vides another good roast possibil- 
ity. Pocketed for stuffing, it is 
roasted at a constant low oven 
temperature, 300 degrees. Of the 
pork cuts, fresh or cured, shoulder, 
butts or picnic make excellent pur- 
chases. They, too, are cooked with- 
out water and in a slow ovén. 


Veal Shoulder Roasi. 


Choose a _ veal shoulder cut 
weighing five or six pounds. If 
preferred, it may be boned and 
rolled or boned for stuffing. 

Wipe with damp cloth and place 
in an open roasting pan with bone 
side down. Salt, using one tea- 
spoon per pound of meat. Lay thin 
strips of salt pork over the sur- 
face of the meat and place in a 
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roasting pan. Allow io cook uncov- 
ered and without the addition of 
water in a 300 degree oven for 30 
minutes to the pound.

One and one-half cups cold veal 
roast in narrow strips

One-half cup onion sliced

Two tablespoons soy sauce

ery and onion and brown lightly. 
Add one cup boiling water and let 
simmer until the vegetables are 
tender. Add the sprouts, the 
sauces and the cornstarch mixed 
with one tablespoon water. Allow 
to cook 3 to 5 minutes. Serve with 
plain steamed rice. 


Left-over roast may be dipped in 
egg and crumbs and fried in deep 
fat.

TOKIO, April 19.—Japan’s textile 
industry, having already taken 
from Great Britain world leadership 
in the export of cotton goods, is 
expanding also in rayon production. 
Japanese industrialists predict that 


should the present rate of increase 
be maintained through 1935, Japan 
this year will replace the United 
States as the largest producer of 
rayon yarn, the raw material for 
artificial silk fabrics. 

For the first quarter of this year 
it produced 41,000,000 pounds of 
rayon yarn, an increase of 54 per 
cent over that for the correspond- 
ing period in 1934. With several 
new factories scheduled to begin 
production during the summer, es- 
timates of the 1935 output range 
from _ 220,000,000 to 225,000,000 
pounds. 

The exports of rayon textiles for 
the first quarter totaled 32,000,000 
yen (about $9,000,000), a 43 per cent 
increase above that in the corre- 
sponding quarter iast year.

Mail Carriers Strike at Nice. 

NICE, France, April 19.—A squad 
of 100 postmen was rushed here 
from Paris today to distribute 
Nice’s mail, with the aid of maps 
of the Riviera resort, after a strike 
of 200 mail carriers had paralyzed 
the service. The local men went on 
strike yesterday, contending they 
were overworked by the distribu- 
tion of campaign mail for the mu- 
nicipal elections. All the strikers 
were suspended from duty. 


Next Move Expected to Be Indem- 
nification Claims by Companies 
in Manchoukuo.

TOKIO, April 19.—Authoritative 
quarters expressed the opinion to- 
day the United States and Great 
Britain had made their final effort 
to persuade Japan to intervene in 
the Manchoukuan oil monopoly 
controversy by informing Japan it 


had violated treaties and broken its 


open-door pledges. 

This was the stand taken in a 
note which United States Ambassa- 
dor Joseph C. Grew delivered to 
Koki Hirota, Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister, last night. The note informed 
Japan that in view of what the 
United States regards as the Jap- 
anese failure to observe treaty 
pledges, the American Government 
would hold it responsible for any 
losses suffered by United States cit- 
izens. The British Ambassador de- 
livered a similar note to the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office April 11. 

It was authoritatively indicated 
that the next move in the prolonged 
controversy over the treatment of

Manchoukuo would be the presen- 
tation of indemnification claims by 
the Standard, Texas and Asiatic pe- 
troleum companies. 

Japan has consistently responded 
to the American and British pro- 
tests that they could not expect to 
profit by the Manchoukuan open- 
door policy because both Powers 
have declined to accept Manchou- 
kuo’s offer to enter into diplomatic 
relations.

ente, a train robbery near Havana 
and a $5000 cigarette factory pay- 
roll robbery. 

Investigators say the robberies 
and a series of extortion attempts 
were intended to raise funds for fi- 
nancing a revolution. 

Guiteras, a Cuban-American, is a 
fugitive from justice in connection 
with the shooting of Jose Penabaz, 
another radical leader. He was last 
reported in Miami, Fla. 

A report of the investigating offi- 
cials published this morning iden- 
tifies Concepcion Valdivieso, a wom- 
an indicted in the Falla kidnaping, 
as the wife of Rafael Giraud, who 
was indicted with Guiteras, Joaquin 
del Rio Balmaseda, former Secre- 
tary of Justice, and others charged 
with the attempt to kill Penabaz, a 
former Governor of Oriente Prov- 
ince. 

The report says she is a sister of 
Ismael Valdivieso, Bank of Nova 
Scotia teller, indicted on a charge 
of changing more than $4000 in 
Falla ransom bills while aware of 
their origin. 

Others indicted: Evaristo Ulloa, 
former Captain in the Cuban Navy; 
three former Lieutenants of Police, 
Rafael Crespo Tamayo, Roberto 
Meoqui and Santiago Rondon; An- 
tonio Casariego, Reinaldo Jordan 
Martin, Adolfo Carillo Miranda, and 
Jose Vazquez. 

Falla was kidnaped April 3 and 
held 12 hours in a house in the Ve- 
dado residential section. He was 
liberated on payment of $300,000 
in American currency.

An Analysis of St. Louis Deaths. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
REVIEW of the figures stating the 
A number of deaths occurring in 8t. 
Louis during the past three summers is 
illuminating. The general impression ap- 
pears to be that the summer of 1932 was 
unusually cool and pleasant, in fact bet- 
ter than normal. The year 1933 was 
noted for the fearful epidemic of enceph- 
alitis or sleeping sickness that devas- 
tated the city. People died like flies and 
St. Louis was regarded as a plague spot 
and avoided by travelers. Some life-long 
residents of the city were so frightened 
that they left and have not yet returned! 
The year 1934 was distinguished by the 
terrible drouth and frightful heat wave 
that enveloped the whole country from 
the Alleghenies to the Rockies. Our news- 
papers published daily a long list of 
names of people dying of heat prostra- 
tion. The figures kindly furnished me 
by Thomas Chamberlain of the St. Louis 
Bureau of Vital Statistics are as follows:

The increased figures in July, 1934, 
were undoubtedly due to the extreme 
heat. It is a well-known fact among phy- 
sicians that infants, old people and those 
suffering from chronic diseases are likely 
to die during a severe spell of hot weath- 
er. The physician, who is a human being 
after all, when he comes to write down 
‘the cause of death, will naturally put 
heat prostration as a contributing fac- 
tor. While the temperature range was | 
hich last summer, the humidity was low | 
and practically no healthy able-bodied 
persons were prostrated by the heat. 

The average St. Louisan is prone to 
brag a little about our hot summers, but! 
the fact remains that cities located near |

DEMOCRATS AND HIGHWAYS. 

Senator Allen McReynolds of Carthage said in 
voting against the Quinn resolution to politicalize 
the Highway Department that he declined to fight 
the battles of his party with public money. 

Yet the effort to do this very thing has kept high- 
way construction in Missouri apprehensive ever since 
the Democrats came into power more than two years 
ago. It so happened that the Democratic administra- 
tion succeeded three successive Republican terms. 
It had been agreed in the first of these, the Hyde 
administration, when the Highway Department was 
instituted, that road building should be above poll- 
tics and wholly in the interest of the people. To 
build modern highways is immensely expensive, and 
it was realized that an adequate highway system for 
the State could be possible only by yirtually mart- 
gesing the future. The responsibility of the State 
is therefore very graye, and it has always been con: 
scientiously discharged. 

It was when the Democrats swept the State in 1932 
that this high ideal was imperiled. Some of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders felt that three successive Republican 
administrations had filled the Highway Department 
with Republicans. This was not the case, since the 
organization was free from political pressure, but 
an impression that Republicans predominated in the 
department had been heightened by the efforts of 
the late Charles U. Becker, Republican Secretary of 
State, to pojiticalize the Highway Department. Beck- 
er had demanded that the politics of everyone in 
the department be revealed. The Highway Commis- 
sion, a non-partisan body, ignored this demand. 
There was an outcry in the State against what Beck- 
er had tried to do, but when the Democrats came 
into power, they tried to do the very same thing. 
What had been evil in Becker's time assumed a vir- 
tne the Democrats themselves had not discoyered 
theretofore. 


In the legislative session of (wo years ago, some. 


of the Democratic leaders struck savagely to make a 
political pie counter of the Highway Department. It 
resulted in a reduction of administration costs from 
$2,962,764.70 in 1931 and 1982, to $1,834,726.96 in 
1933 and 1934. The salary of the department's Chief 
Engineer, T. H. Cutler, was reduced from $10,000 a 
year to $7600. Everybody in the department took a 
cut. Even the $85 clerk was reduced to $80. The 
Highway Commission took this action effect 
economy in a trying time, as well as to meet the at- 
tacks of the Democrats. 

This was, in a sense, a major catastrophe to the 
chief construction enterprise of Missouri, a work In- 
volving through this and next vear the expenditure 
of State and Federal funds totaling some $45,000,. 
000. Highway construction is a progressive science 
in engineering. It moves at a pace that the 
first highways built in the State are already prac- 
tically obsolete. The engineers who had built the

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THE BEER AND LIQUOR BILLS. 

While representing a series of weakening compro- 
mises, the new liquor control and 3.2 bills passed by 
the Legisjature may be expected to simplify enfarce- 
ment and provide more revenue for the State, as well 
as for counties and municipalities. The main prob- 
lem before the Legislature was to cure the condition 
under which holders of 3.2 beer licenses, costing only 
$10 a year, were selling liquor of higher alcoholic 
content, thus cheating the State out of the $300 li- 
cense fee and competing unfairly with tavern owners 
who obey the laws. 

To correct this condition, the Legislature re-enact- 
ed the search-and-seizure provisions of the old dram- 
shop law, and provided that places constituting nui- 
sances can be padlocked by injunction. Law offi- 
cers, whose hands were pretty well tied before, naw 
are in possession of a very effective legal device for 
enforcement. The 3.2 bill raises the annual license 
fee from $10 to $25 and permits cities to tax 3.2 
taverns up to one and one-half times the amount of 
the State license. The hard liquor State license fee 
ig unchanged at $300, but cities may charge one and 
one-half times this sum for local licenses. 

The Legislature declined to define 3.2 beer as in- 
toxicating. Thus it failed to abolish the troublesome 
distinction between 3.2 beer and beer of higher alco- 
holic content and permitted the former to be sold on 
Sunday unless, as suggested by Senator Clark, coun- 
ty prosecutors resort to an old blue Jaw prohibiting 
sales on Sunday. Advocates of prohibiting sale of 3.2 
on Sunday argued that it would be surreptitiously 
accompanied by the sale of hard liquor. The point 
can be settled by rigid enforcement. One importan! 
improvement over the present law is the transfer of 
control of 3.2 from the Food and Drug Department 
tu the State Department of Liquor Control, where it 
belongs. 

lu the matter of liquor control, Missouri, like all 
ihe other states, is merely feeling its way. It would 
be idle to suppose that the bills just passed are any- 
thing but a tentative step toward a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the liquor traffie problem.
